“Legislative bodies, in framing 
new taxation, frequently overlook, 
or fail to take account of existing 
taxation imposed by other author- 
ities, leading in some cases to 
duplication, or the addition of bur- 
dens upon persons, and industries 
already bearing their full share, 
and who often find it difficult to 
meet the demands made upon them, 
and impossible to bear any in- 
creases. Evidence of this is pro- 
vided by the enormous amount of 
property now in the hands of cities 
and municipalities in Alberta, due 
to unpaid taxes. 


PAYING HEAVY TAXES 
“Despite the fact that Alberta 
manufacturers and producers are 
at present paying the following 
taxes imposed by the Alberta gov- 
ernment alone, namely, corpora 
tions tax, surcharge tax on corpora- 
tions, Alberta income tax, motor 
vehicle tax, real property tax, gas- 
Oline tax, mines and minerals tax, 
workmen's compensation, etc., in 
addition to numerous other Domin- 
ion and municipal taxes we note 
that the mayors of the Alberta cities 
have approached the Alberta gov- 
ernment with a suggestion that six 
new surcharge taxes be levied by 
the Alberta government, as follows: 


Income Tax \ 25% 
Succession Duties Tax . 40% 
Corporations Tax 40% 
Liquor Sales Tax 10% 
Pari-Mutuel Tax 50% 
Gasoline Tax Yc per Gal. 


SURCHARGE TAX 


“In so far as the surcharge taxes 
suggested above affecting industry 
are concerned, we are opposed to 
this further burden being placed 
upon industry, Might we point out 
that there is already a 10% sur- 
charge tax being added to the Cor- 
porations Tax. For a year or so 
back we have been pressing for the 
abolition of this added surcharge, 
instead of which it is being pro- 
posed to add a further levy 

“Previous to 1935, under the Al- 
| beria Income Tax Act, the 4% tax 
and joint stock 
companies was exempted on 
amounts of less than $1,000.

PEACE MESSAGE

ORDERED TO STOP 

He said the mayor had stated he 
had been enibarrassed by people 
telling him the car, tickets for 
which bore the name of the Inde- 
pendent Labor Party, was being 
raffled for his election campaign 
funds. 

They had been ordered to stop 
selling tickets and had shortly af- 
ter turned the car and the raffle 
over to a charitable organization, 
Reil said. 

For the crown he identified an 
accounting for monies _ received, 
which showed $198 worth of tickets 
sold, with printing and other ex- 
penses deducted and a parcel of 
$44 in cash to be disposed of by the 
court to some charity. 

Chief Shute, for whom Mr. Mac. 
kie asked protection of the Can- 
ada Evidence Act, stated he had or- 
dered that the lottery be stopped 
and the car taken off the street.

By Officers at Annual 
Parley

CALGARY, Jan. 13—Bitterly 
attacking dual unionists “parad- 
ing under the colors of ‘Canadian- 
ism’” for alleged ot tel be 
ing activities, a re y 
Presi dent Fred J. ite and Sec. 
retary Carl Berg, and read at the 
opening of the Alberta Federa- 
tion of Labor's convention here 
Monday declared that such or- 
ganizations were trying to “Di- 
vide and defeat the workers in 
their struggle to maintain and 
better their standards of living.” 
The section of the report covers 

ing this point reads: “We regret to 
say that in their anxiety to obtain 
a few members to add to their rap- 
idly diminishing membership, dual 
unionists parading under the colors 
of ‘Canadianism’ have seen fit to 
add strike-breaking activities to 
their already disgusting career, and 
that there are still the type of em- 
ployers and politicians in existence 
who will stoop to the tactics of 
making two organizations grow 
where one had a hard enough time 
to exist, and thus divide and defeat 
the workers in their struggle to 
maintain and better their standards 
of living.” 

“These are, however, isolated in- 
stances. In general the attitude of 
employers and governments has 
undergone a decided change and 
are showing signs of a_ better 
understanding of the workers’ prob- 
lems and a_ willingness for co- 
operation to bring about harmony 
and just dealings, so necessary dur- 
ing the social upheavel through 
which we are now passing.” 


DEEP SCARS 


Commenting on the progress 
made by the federation during the 
past year, the president and secre- 
tary reported: 

“Notwithstanding the fact that 
the ravages of the so-called depres- 
sion which now seems to be a 
permanent state of capitalist so- 
ciety and which has left its deep 
scars upon the ranks of the Cana- 
dian workers, we are happy to be 
in a position to report that the 
interest in the work of the federa- 
tion and the unity of action of its 
membership has been greater than 
during many years past; that 
although many of the members of 
the” trade union movement are 
among the ranks of the unem- 
ployed, and that some of our organ- 
izations have suffered due to lack 
of employment and finances, we 
are in a stronger position both as’ 
to membership and finances.” 


SILENCE OTHERS 


Continuing, the report states 
“We have to a_ great extent 
silenced the would-be reformers 
who have maintained that our 
movement was reactionary, by 
championing the finest and best 
type of legislation.” 

While admitting that in some 
instances members of the federation 
“were compelled to strike in an 
effort to maintain a decent Cana- 
dian standard of living.” the report 
asserted that at no time had the 
organizations been to blame for a 
conflict which was forced upon 
them, “and that every effort has 
been made to settle such disputes 
through arbitration tribunals.” 


U.F.A. SCORED 


The report criticized the late 
government for lack of action on 
proposals placed before it by the 
Federation. “While your executive 
officers and their associates pre- 
sented your case in the ablest man- 
ner, and had the support of the 
then Lubor members of the legis- 
lature, the legislation enacted or 
proposed as a result of our efforts 
was almost negligible.” 

Appointment of a Labor repre- 
sentative on the Workmen's Come 
pensation Board was urged in the 
report, along with the proposal! that 
the government overhaul the Com- 
pensation Act “in order to bring it 
up to date and in line with present- 
day requirements.” 


REGRET ACTION E

“A few moments after we first 
sighted the wreck,” said Patch, “the 
stack and bridge went over the 
side.” 

The Onondaga tried to draw near 
enough to shoot a line but a big 
wave struck the cutter, bending @ 
stanchion flat to the deck and 
crushing a ventilator. 

Captain Patch said when the On- 
ondaga turned about from the futile 
rescue attempt only the foremast of 
the Iowa remained visible. 


HUNDREDS LINE SHORE 


Hundreds of persons lined the 
beach from North Head to Klipsan. 
They were picking up cases of can- 
ned salmon, flour, sticks of lumber 
and boxes of matches, drifting a- 
shore from the cargo of the Iowa 

Another craft, variously identi- 
fied as the Shasta and the North 
Star, was among ships reported in 
distress. 


Shallow Waters 
Lie Along Coast 


ASTORIA, Ore., Jan, 13—Shallow 
waters lie along the Washington 
coast north of the Columbia river 
channel from Peacock Spit, the 
scourge of North Pacific shipping, 
where the freighter lowa smashed 
to bits Sunday with the loss of 34 
lives. 

During violent southeast storms, 
ships crossing in or out over the 
river bar are sometimes driven 
from their course by winds and 
waves and left grounded on the un- 
protected sand. The breakers sweep 
with terrific force over the long, 
shallow shore line. 

Peacock Spit, once a favorite 
fishing ground of the Indians, de- 
rived its name from the govern- 
ment sloop Peacock which ground- 
ed there in 1841 

Thirty-three lost their lives in 
the wreck of the tanker Rosecrans 
Jan, 7, 1913, when the ship missed 
the rivers mouth and broke in two 
on the Spit 

One seaman lost his life and five 
were injured when the freighter 
Laurel was shattered on the Spit 
dune 17, 1929. 

The shore is strewn with wreck- 
age from a number of other ships 

NORTH SYDNEY, NS., Jan. 13.

WHAT IS SPOKEN IN SECRET 

One sure way to gain wide publicity for a 
matter of public concern is to have it discussed 
by public officials and private parties behind 
the barred doors of a “secret” meeting. 

Nothing sharpens the zeal of reporters like 
telling them they cannot get into a place where 
something of legitimate interest to their read- 
ers is being debated with a view to action. 
Naturally, the “nuisances” just resolve to go 
out and get the news, and do. 

Notice that the Press—which is to say, the 
consuming public, who read the papers and 
thus make their publication possible—would 
not be admitted to the meeting Friday evening 
where Premier Aberhart and Mr. Manning 
were to discuss “codes” with certain groups of 
business men, has had two definite results, 
neither of which was intended. 

The proceedings at the meeting have been 
published, probably more fully than would 
otherwise have been the case, certainly more 
fully than their importance strictly called for. 

These reports have been read more widely, 
and with deeper interest, than would otherwise 
have been the case. 

The consuming public therefore have a 
clearer conception of what “coding” would 
mean for them than they would otherwise have 
gained. Since the consumer is the man who is 
“holding the bag,” with precious little buying 
power in it, the information thus secured for 
him is altogether to the general gocd. 


IT MEANS SOMETHING NOW 

Ottawa reports that the trade treaty Mr. 
Bennett negotiated with Poland last summer 
will be promulgated, and brought into effect. 

The treaty was put through all necessary 
formalities on the part of Canada, but the Pol- 
ish parliament did not think it important 
enough to bother about in the conditions then 
prevailing, and postponed ratifying it. 

The essence of the arrangement is that each 
country will give “most favored nation treat- 
ment” to products from the other. But the 
“most favored” treatment Mr. Bennett accorded 
to the products of any foreign country was 
tariff taxation which effectively barred their 
importation into Canada. 

There being nothing in it for the Poles, ex- 
cept the privilege of buying Canadian products 
they had no way of paying for, the parliament 
at Warsaw found other things to think about 
and left the document in a pigeon-hole. 

With the making of the reciprocity agree- 
ment with the United States, the trading terms 
granted to that country are granted also to 
every other country having a “most favored 
nation” treaty with Canada. That changes the 
picture from the Polish stand-point. The treaty 
now means something, and is to become an 
operative pact. 

Our trade with Poland has not been large, 
and is not very likely to be. But countries with 
which we formerly did large business have the 
same opportunity, and incentive, to resume 
workable trade relations with Canada. Taking 
the Polish treaty out of storage and making it 
an actually working agreement is more im- 
portant for what it signifies than for what it 
will do. 

“ALBERTA ON THE WHEEL” 

The New English Weekly is a magazine pub- 
lished in London, England. It was founded by 
Mr, A. R. Orage, now dead, the leading jour- 
nalistic expounder of the Social Credit theory 
of Major Douglas. The magazine is published 
for the purpose of keeping before the attention 
of readers in England and elsewhere the cor- 
rect version of the theory and its bearing on 
current events. 

A special article, written by Mr. Edwin 
Herrin, appears in the Weekly, under date of 
December 26th, bearing the above title. From 
it the following paragraphs are taken, the 
article being too long for reproduction, and 
parts of it unnecessary to show the import:

“After generations of trial and error, of 
planning chaos and subduing the wilderness, 
she resolved to blaze a trail through the eco- 
nomic morass. Alberta's dash, conducted with 
all the elan of a Lance-Cavalry charge, resulted 
in swift, dramatic, astonishing success. This 
first world-demonstration of the dynamics of 
Social Credit dazed everybody; now, after 
months of, I think, not impatient waiting, Al- 
berta’s friends begin to be troubled over the 
course of events.”

Are You Self-Conscious? 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Many people are aware that they are self- 
conscious when in a group. Such people may 
regret that they are shy, bashful, or backward, 
and may strongly desire that freedom from 
awareness of self which would allow them to 
join in and fee] at ease. The self-consciousness 
may be strong enough so that 
they dread attending social 
affairs. To make matters 
worse, the self-conscious per- 
son is very sure that at the 
very tinfe when he would 
like to appear most self-pos- 
sessed, he will be the most 
bashful. 

Probably one of the most 
difficult things for the self- 
conscious person to bear is 
that he knows he is showing 
his difficulty to others—he knows others are 
noticing it. Feeling self-conscious is bad enough 
but the agony is increased when one shows it 
plainly for the world to see. Between the in- 
ner embarrassment and the outer showing of 
it, many a self-conscious person has wished 
with his whole heart and soul that the floor 
would open and swallow him up. For example, 
one who is self-conscious is very apt to blush 
and as soon as he feels his cheeks begin to 
burn he becomes more bashful than ever with 
the result that his face thereupon turns an even 
rosier hue, Part of the difficulty lies in being 
humiliated by blushing but another part of the 
trouble lies in the fact that his flaming cheeks 
tell the whole world he is self-conscious. 


While blushing is one of the usual physical 
symptoms of self-consciousness, other symp- 
toms may assert themselves. The sufferer may 
feel his hands turn cold as ice, or may feel his 
palms become damp with perspiration. There 
is a peculiar stiffness of the muscles of the face 
which causes one to feel as though he were 
wearing a mask. Once the stiffness begins, it 
is hard to smile naturally and the one who is 
embarrassed feels that his expression must be 
particularly wooden and unnatural. Or, some- 
thing may seem to happen to the voice, the 
words which are spoken coming out in a rush, 
if they come at all. To his dismay, he hears 
himself stumbling over words, getting mixed 
up in what he says, or even stammering. An- 
other common symptom is trembling and the 
one who is too conscious of self may be both- 
ered by a shaking of his hands, or a trembling 
of the knees. In severe cases, the stomach ap- 
pears to go through some peculiar acrobatics 
of its own, and there is a sinking feeling in the 
pit of the stomach which makes the patient feel 
that he might be in a fast elevator, suddenly 
dropping downward. Self-conscious people 
have difficulty in knowing what to do with 

stheir hands and may become clumsy and awk- 
ward, All of these physical symptoms are ac- 
companied by a mental blankness, so that when 
spoken to, the self-conscious person will re- 
spond with inane answers. The flow of con- 
versation is choked before it gets under way. 

The symptoms I have described are univer- 
sal and while the person so afflicted may be 
mildly self-conscious when with friends, he is 
aware that as soon as he is brought into a 
‘strange group, his symptoms will become great- 
ly intensified. Because of the emotional suf- 
fering he must undergo in meeting new people, 
he may try to avoid such situations. 

Self-consciousness is essentially a form of 
fear which manifests itself in a social situation. 
People who should be regarded as friends sud- 
denly become potential enemies. There is al- 

a reason for that particular kind of fear 
-always a place where such a fear started. 
Usually the first painful experience along this 
line was suppressed into the unconscious mind 
—that is, the memory of the original experi- 
ence may seem to have been forgotten. As a 
general rule, this experience occurred early in 
life, before one had a chance to develop a social 
technique, before one knew much about how 
to behave while part of a group. Social be- 
haviour is like any other behaviour -a learned 
behaviour. We learn how to meet others, how 
to feel at ease while talking with them, how 
to mingle with them.

I hope no reader will question my sincerity 
when I express the concern many persons are 
feeling over the non-appearance of Major C. 
H. Douglas, summoned by the Premier to be in 
Edmonton a week ago to give assistance in 
mapping out the dividend scheme. 

The taxpayers of Alberta 
have a considerable financial 
investment in the Major for 
his previous visits to the 
province, intended to lead up 
to the divulgment of the plan 
to distribute dividends. Un- 
less this plan is divulged, all 
our previous purchases of 
advice to seek an “unchal- 
lengeable broadcast system,” 
to start a provincial savings 

4. S. Cowper sank and accumulate reserves 
of Dominion legal tender (which the Major 
nicknames “foreign exchange”) are valueless. 
Unless they lead up to the divulgement of the 
scheme to pay people the promised $25 a month, 
they fail of the implied inducement.

It is no secret that those near to the Social 
Credit organization last August were led to be- 
lieve that the dividend scheme was close at 
hand. I recall a candidate speaking at Wild- 
wood during election time, who in answer to a 
question by a gentleman with a Swedish ac- 
cent, wanting to know exactly when the prom- 
ised $25 a month would be paid, answered sub- 
stantially as follows: 

“I can’t tell you to a week or to a month, 
but I can promise you that they will be paid 
before Christmas. If necessary, we will call 
a special session this fall to put the legisla- 
tion through.” 

Evidently the candidates had been led to 
believe that Major Douglas had his plan all 
ready to put into effect if a government favor- 
able to the $25 a month plan was returned. His 
failure to come to Edmonton leaves not only 
the government Legislature, but large num- 
bers of needy citizens of the province in an 
embarrassed condition. 

The Cabinet professes to be in the dark as 
to what is meant by third party intimations 
that Major Douglas will come to Edmonton 
“when satisfactory arrangements are made.” 
Usually the phrase refers to financial provision, 
but that cannot be the reason why Major Doug- 
las ignores the order to come to Edmonton and 
maintains silence in England. @inancial terms 
were arranged between Major Douglas and the 
previous government. The Major was the first 
to maintain that the arrangement he had with 
the Reid government was binding on its suc- 
cessor. He has been well paid for each appear- 
ance he made and every phrase he uttered be- 
fore the Legislature. With no dividend scheme 
in operation as yet, he cannot fear being paid 
in social credit slips. His contract catls for legal 
tender. It cannot be that he feels insecure about 
payment of his wages and expenses if he 
comes.

For many weeks past this column has pur- 
posely refrained from any discussion of the 
dividend plan or of the provincial government 
Jest any of those who have been promised the 
$25 a month might fear it was hindering the 
scheme or its promoters, For that reason we 
never referred to the attacks in the pages of 
the official organ of the Douglas movement in 
London against the engagement of Mr. R. J 
Magor of Montreal as financial adviser to the 
government. Mention of them today is for the 
purpose of helping the scheme; not to hinder it. 

No purpose is served by reproducing ver- 
batim the charges and denunciations made 
against Mr. Magor by the Douglas organ. They 
are all connected with his policies as a financial 
adviser, saying in effect that he has always 
been on the side of “big business” and of the 
fifty big shots of Canada so heartily denounced 
during the election campaign, that all he did in 
Newfoundland was to ferce a return to the gold 
standard and give Imperial Oil Company a 
monopoly in Newfoundland, etc. 

Can it be that some personal vendetta be- 
tween Mejor Douglas and Mr. Magor is holding 
back from the government and the people of 
Alberta the details of the plan whereby we are 
each to receive $25 a month from the Credit 
House? It is obviously not because of any dis- 
Satisfaction with the remuneration; it is un- 
thinkable that Major Douglas has no plan and 
cannot deliver the goods; logic narrows down 
to the theory that he is staying away because 
of professional jealousy or of some personal 
dislike of Mr. Magor. 


With the general policy of the government 
to restrict full or premature knowledge of pub- 
lic affairs, and pledging to secrecy those called 
to discuss existing legislation or future impend- 
ing trade policies, I'm not here concerned. 
Three of the most advancing governments of 
Europe have found it essential to impose strict 
censorship on information. 

Candidates who promised dividends for last 
Christmas can be left to look after themselves; 
the government owes a duty to itself and to 
the people who supported it, to be entirely 
frank as to the reason why Major Douglas is 
staying away from Alberta when he is so much 
needed. If it is because of antagonism to Mr. 
Magor, then it is a question whether Mr. Magor 
should not be asked to temporarily vacate. 

It is quite possible that the presumed antag- 
onism arises because Mr. Magor is wui king out 
plans to impose heavier taxation, curtail serv- 
ices, and pay off all our bonded indebtedness 
with borrowed legal tender, whereas Major 
Douglas would balance the Budget and dis- 
charge all our bonded indebtedness with issues 
of Social Credit tickets. The one is working 
out a policy of rigorous denial; the other wants 
to work out a policy of ample plentifulness, 

The issue is too important for party differ- 
ences or for secrecy. If Premier Aberhart 
would take the public frankly into his confi- 
dence about the differences between Major 
Douglas and Mr, Magor he would find the pub- 
lic, without regard to parties, anxious to co- 
operate with him to secure for the people of 
Alberta the blessings of the $25 a month divi- 
dend.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (January 13) in 
1849 a charter was granted to the 
Hudson's Bay Company (which, 
anticipating the result of the 
award of the Oregon country to 
the United States, had removed 
its chief station from Fort Van- 
couver to Fort Camosun on Van- 
couver Island) giving that come 
pany exclusive rights over the 
British territory to the north. 
One condition was that within 
five years the company must 
have provided a_ settlement of 
resident colonists, but there was 
a stipuletion for revocation in 
case of failure and reserving to 
the crown the right of re-pur- 
chase, which later led to the es- 
tablishment of the crown colon- 
ies of Vancouver Island and Brit- 
ish Columbia, Later in 1849, 
Vancouver Island was proclaim- 
ed a British colony and Richard 
Blanshard was appointed gover- 
nor, but he only stayed until 
1851, when James Douglas, chief 
factor of the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, became governor. In 1856, 
at the instance of the colonial of 
fice in London, he called a repre- 
sentative assembly to aid him in 
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the administration of affairs. But 
company rule did not continue 
long and in 1859 a further cone 
cession towards popular govern- 
ment was granted. This was 
largely the consequence of the 
creation of the mainland (New 
Caledonia) into the colony of 
British Columbia in 1858, Final- 
ly, in 1866, British Columbia ab- 
sorbed Vancouver Island and the 
greater swallowed the less, even 
if the latter was the senior. Then 
in 1870 came the agitation for 
entry into the new Dominion of 
Canada which took effect July 
20, 1871, but the union was an- 
ticipated on July 1 by a cele- 
bration at Vancouver of the first 
Dominion Day. The first proe 
vincial legislature met at Vice 
toria, which had been chosen the 
capital after a bitter controversy 
in the later 60's, and was then 
challenged only in importance by 
New Westminster until, in 1886, 
the C.P.R. came and Vancouver 
was born, thus reducing Victoria 
to a mere provincial capital, 
beautiful, but destined to take 
second place to the great city on 
Burgard Inlet.

To cover or not to c. er: this is 
another much discussed point. 
When you cover ¢ Yoast the steam 
given off by the meat acts like 
water, To roast, the roasting pan 
should be left uncovered during 
the entire cooking period.

OTTAWA, Jan. 13—Due to 
existing economic circumstances 
the erection of the Canadian 
Women’s Memorial building in 
Ottawa has been abandoned, it 
was announced by 
Alastair Macdonald, solicitor 
for the Canadian Women’s Me- 
morial building federation, 
Funds contributed for that pur- 
pose wil) be distributed accord- 
ing to the direction of the 
courts, he said. 

The purpose of collection of 
funds throughout Canada when 
the federation was formed in 
November 1928, was to erect a 
building to corgnemorate suit- 
ably the services rendered by 
Canadian women to humanity 
from pioneer days to the present 
time, 

Mr. Macdonald said approx- 
imately $25,000 had been cone 
tributed towards the building 
fund, $10,000 short of the ob- 
jective. The courts, he said, will 
be asked to decide how the 
money already contributed will 
be distributed.

WIDE AREAS 
TO RECEIVE 
SEED GRAIN 


Farmers Will Get Assist- 
ance in Sowing Spring 
Crop 


* Distrihution®’ of registered . and 
certified seed grain is expected to 
cover practicality all Alberta points 
during the coming year as a result 
of the Dominion government allow- 
ing increased freight costs, it was 
made known on Monday. 

The seed is distributed on a co- 
operative basis of cost-sharing be- 
tween the Dominion and provincial 
governments, with the Dominion 
bearing a larger percentage of 
transportation costs and with con- 
venient present locations of sup- 
plies a general distribution is an- 
ticipated. 

Under the revised schedule the 
Dominion will pay up to 18 cents 
per hundredweight. 

This is for carload lots which 
provides a distribution radius of 
about 500 miles. For less than car- 
load Jots 30 cents per 100 pounds is 
being allowed and that amount is 
expected to provide a dis@ibution 
area of 200 miles. Registered and 
certified supplies at present are 
located in all sections, so difficulty 
is expected in that regard. 

The minimum amounts fixed for 
shipment from point to point in 
less than carload lots are six 
bushels of wheat or flax and 12 of 
oats or barley. 


One-Cent Rate 
Now Proposed 
In Power Plan 


One cent per kilowatt hour is the 
proposed price to be paid by both 
the city and Calgary Power com- 
pany for the supply of power by 
either party during emergencies, 
according to a report which will be 
presented to council by commission- 
ers, Monday night.

MAY DISPENSE 
WITH MILITARY 
AT OPENING 


League Against War and 
Fascism Makes Repre- 
sentations 


The first session of the Social 
Credit legislature may be opened 
without any of the usual military 
display if the representations of a 
delegation from the Canadian Lea 
gue against War and Fascism which 
met Premier Aberhart and his cab- 
inet on Monday morning are acced- 
ed to, 

The delegation urged the govern- 
ment to go on record as being op- 
posed to war and to urge its repre- 
sentatives in the Dominion house to 
make every effort to keep Canada 
at peace. 

They also asked that the pro- 
vincial house be opened without 
the usual military display; that the 
Canadian officers training corps at 
the University of Albefta be abots 
ished and taht Dominion grants for 
military training be refused and 
diverted into a general educational 
fund. They also urged that the 
government lay emphasis on peace 
and legislate wherever possible to 
this end. 


CLOSED TOWNS ILLEGAL 

Other representations made to the 
government weret as follows: 

We urge that this Government 
utalize the educational aparatus 
of the province to the full for the 
purpose of providing vocational 
training for the unemployed in 
the province. 

“We urge that free recreational 
opportunities be provided for un- 
employed youth, and that such 
shall be self-administered. 

We would recommend that the 
present barrier at Crow's Nest 
pass be removed so that the free- 
dom of passage may there he 
enjoyed as at all other borders 
between the provincese in the 
Dominion. 

“We recommend that such 
“closed” towns as Luscar and 
Mountain Park be declared 
illegal, and their respective citi- 
zens be allowed the same priv- 
ileges of self-government as in 
other communities. 

“And we most heartedly ré- 
commend that freedom of the 
press, radio, speech, assembly and 
teaching be upheld, for we be- 
lieve such to be essential to 
democratic rights.”

more permanent guarantees. <A 
man’s word lasts no longer than 
that man's authority, and in 1930 
King’s authority came to an end. 


In place of the Liberals there was 
then a Government impelled by in- 
clination, by tradition and by the 
general state of industry and com- 
merce to force economies upon the 
Government road in order to pro- 
test the financial position of both 
the country (although the “blue 
ruin” arguments over the Canadian 
National place an absurd emphasis 
upon the cost of administration) and 
the private competitor.

What was invidious was that men

for any resultant inefficiency. The 
only fair and intelligent way in 
which railway economies could have 
been imposed in Canada after 1929 
was that of bilateral disarmament, 
as it’ were, with the two properties 
discarding bell boy for bell boy, 
pullman coach for pullman coach, 
train for train as in happier times 
we had hoped the Great Powers 
would discard man for man, gun 
for gun and ship for ship. 

But, since the Government had 
authority over only one of the two 
roads, the disarmament which re- 
sulted from its injunctions tended 
to be unilateral and therefore un- 
fair. And the Versailles Treaty of 
the Canadian railway situation 
could be found in that part of the 
Canadian National Railway Act 
which failed to implement the rec- 
ommendations of the Drayton-Ac- 
worth report of 1917 and left the 
Government road at the mercy of 
the Government itself. 


UNPOPULAR ROLE 
It might be argued, and it has 
‘heen argued, that the Conservatives 
filfed an unpopular role in forcing 
nee@jed economies during the lean 
year® while the Liberals filled a 
populgr role by promiscuously hand- 
ing owt bales of corn during the 
fat yea\rs, but this is not true. In 
the pefiod of prosperity expendi- 
tures were popular and the people 
clamouréd for them; in the period 
of depression, economies were pop- 
ular and ‘the people clamoured for 
them.

DESTROY REPUTATION 

The existence of such persons 
means that an unscrupulous coterie 
can, if it works assiduously, destroy 
the reputation of an entirely inno- 
cent person and make life, public | 
or private, practically intolerable 
for them. The partial reason for 
this is that the only dignified way } 
in which to treat petty indictments 


is to ignore them, to refrain from 
makine and defence of private be- 
haviour, however great a tempta- 


tion to do so may exist—and this| 
attitude is construed by the fools | 
as an admission of guilt rather than | 
as an evidence of disdain. Bernard 
Shaw attempted to prove that it 
was possible to make a duchess int >| 
a flower girl, but it is infinitely 
easier to make a duchess of impec- 
cable reputation into a slut, and a 
the help of the casually vindictive 
duke into a sot, merely by securing 
hundreds who butcher reputations 
continuously to make their Roman 
holidays and who are smugly un- 
conscious of their own vulgarity. 

It is impossible to tell when the 
propaganda against Sir Henry com- 
menced. His admirers claim that 
six months after he came to Canada, 
certain interests decided that he 
would have to be driven out of 
Canadian public life, and that these 
interests spent the succeeding dec- 
ade in trying to gain their objective; 
some bitter political partisans say 
that he did not receive any really 
outrageous until after the Bennett 
Government came into power; oth- 
ers try to maintain that he was not 
badly treated. The truth lies be- 
tween these claims. 

His personality was such as to 
evoke either strong hatred or great 
admiration and it is indisputable 
that early in his Canadian career 
he provoked the bitter enmity of 
some Canadians; the Bennett Gov- 
ernment was definitely antagonistic 
to his policies, and politically com- 
mitted to the task of discrediting 
them and him, and it undoubtedly 
proceeded along this course with 
the primitive enthusiasm of a pack 


Dunning there did, indeed, occur 
certain clashes over Canadian Na- 
tional expenditures, notably over 
the Halifax hotel situation and (it 
is generally claimed) over Sir 
Henry’s visit to Mexico, of which 
Mr. Dunning is supposed not to 
have approved. 

The Canadian National did, how- 
ever, build their hotel, apparently 
against the desire of the minister, 
and Sir Henry did go to Mexico, so 
at that time the president was 
seemingly permitted final say over 
contentious issues.

NEW PICTURE EMERGES 

A new picture of Sir Henry 
emerges from his comments and

not, agree, as if they came from 
himself. And, contrasted with this, 
there is that continuing picture of

Observer Tells of Attack 
Made in Dolo 
Region 
By ALBERT W. WILSON 
. Associated Press Foreign Staff 

ADDIS ABABA, Jan. 13.— 
Italian planes are bombarding 
Ethiopian camps and villages on 
the southwestern front daily, a 
European observer reported today 
afterflying back to the capital 
from a visit to Ras Desta Demtu. 

The greatest recent aerial assault 
was an attack a fortnight ago on 
Negele, 190 miles northwest of 
Dolo, where 15 planes dropped 500 
bombs, but only six persons were 
killed and 40 wounded, this neutral 
source said 

This was the first authentic news 
to reach here of aerial activities in 
the south since the bombardment 
two weeks ago near Dolo, in which 
the Swedish red cross unit was 
destroyed 

The observer said the present 
aerial attacks were directed at the 
camps and villages of Boroha and 
Bale, about 250 miles northwest of 
Dolo, far behind the Ethiopian front 
lines, 

The people of Ethiopia hailed the 
advent of the “little rainy season” 
as victory over the Italians—the 
only real victory of the three- 
months-old war.
